According to a popular etory the COON 
qneror exercised hi sgrim humor or 
promising the "Welsh a prince who 
could speak no'English, construed to 
mean a native son, until Edward an- 
nounced, upon the birth of his son, 
that the infant was the Prince of 
Wales in question. 


"Whether that story be true or not 


the heir apparently was .not formally 
invested with the title nntll ie w»s 
seventeen years oW. Eve? since then 
the heir to the British throne has bees 
known as the Prince of Wales, though 
usually he has been invested -with the j 
title, and not so endowed upon birth. 


"No less romantic is the story of 


the insignia and motto of the Prince 
of Wales.. Here again historians do 
not fully credit the generally accept- 
q§ story. Certain it is that another 
Edward, known as 'the Black Prince' 
because of the armor he wore, adopted 
the feathers and the pledge. 


"The point of doubt is whether he 


actually did stumble over the body 
of the valiant John the 
Blind, ot 


Bohemia, after the battle of Crecy, and 
was so stmck with admiration of the 
sightles warrior who had his charger 
attached to horses of his companions 
so he might not fail in loyalty to his 
ally, Philip of Prance, taat Edward 
plucked the insignia from his enemy's 
uniform and swore to wear it forever 
after. 


"At least Edward's own bravery on 


that occasion, and his chivalry upon 
many others, make it entirely plausible 
that he could acknowledge the valor/ 
of an enemy. It was the first battle of 
magnitude in which the young prince 
had engaged, and his father, Edward 
HI, watched from the crest of a hili, 
holding reinforcements in leash while 
his son fought against great odds. 
King Edward explained that he wanted 
his son to win his spurs in battle, nor 
did he wish to deprive him of credit 
for the victory.

fine physical condition ot the Ameri- 
can prisoners 
who

releasL-d, 


some of them after loug pcnotlb of 
captivity in (jcim.-.n prison camps, 
aird sent into Switzerland aftei the 
signing of the armistice. 


That the American prisoners were 


released, well fed and well clothed Is, 
due to the work ot the Araurlcaa lied 
Cross, which provided

with 


food, clothing i-.nd many other physi- 
cal necessities and comforts. Carl P. 
Dennett, of Boston, in a report Jast 
Issued says: 


Starvation Averted.

attempt by a German prisoner to es- 
cape. 


What the Red Crocs Did. 


"In the early months a-ter Ameri- 


ca's pntry into the war, American 
prisoners were subjected TO many of 
the Indignities bestowed upon other 
prisoners, but after the demands of 
the United States In September, ISIS, 
tliln sort of treatment ceased. There 
wa<; always that fear in the Toulon 
mind that certain distinguished plain- 
clothes Junkers and Intiljruer* hold In 
American internment 
camps 
migb,t 


have 
their wholesome meals and 


healthful surrounding altered a bit." 


The American 
government 
found 


Itself in the cnr*ous position of having 
to feed and clothe German prisoners 
of war in Its hands and 
also 
the 


American prisoners of war 
in 
the 


hands of the Germans. To meet this 
condition, the government made ar- 
rangements by which the American 
Rod Cross undertook to do the fol- 
lowing : 


1. Obtain the names of American 


prisoners of war. 


2 
Obtain camp tddresses of the 


prisoners. 


3 
Transmit 
this 
information to 


generni headquarters of the American 
forces; to the Red Cross at Wash- 
ington, nhlch notified the family of 
each prisoner; and to the American 
Red Cross at Paris to clear Its rec- 
ords in connection with the search 
for missing men. 


4. Ship nece^ary relict supplies to 


American prisoners. 


Effect on German Morale.

Foster, Fitzpatrick and other radical 
strike leaders, otherwise "the public 
will lose all "confideace in him, as a 
safe" leader" of the forces of labor as 
well as confidence :n the organiza- 
tion for which he stands." 


"I 'think. I may wi;h propriety ven- 


ture the statement," 
said 
Senator 


Sterling, J1that -the cause of labor 
is not being promoted by the action i 
oE certain individuals prominent in 
the present steel industrial strikP.' 
"William Z. Foster, vrho evidently is j 
regarded by a great body of strikers j 
as a principal, if not the actual leader i 
in the present strike movement, was a 
t&ir years ago a leader in the notori- 
ous J. W. W. 


"Mr. Fitzpatrick is another leader 


in the present movenvent whose prin- 
ciples are little, if ;iny, less radical 
than those of Mr. P'oster. 
It is in- 


deed lamentable that in a movement 
involving so many 
alien 
elements, 


BO'ch as Russian. Serbian, Lithuanian, 
Slovak, the leaders should be men 
who entertain principles so hostile to 
American institutions and to repre- 
sentative government. 


"Mr. Gompers, president

American Federation of

Foster and Fitzpatrick and the move-

making some pledge of adherence to 
American 
government 
and 
ideals 


mandatory oa the p;irt of all immi- 
grants. 


Coupled with this is a proposal to 


provide schools in cooperation' with 
state and local government for in- 
struction of foreign born workers in 
fundamentals of citizenship and 
the 


English language. 


It is realized 
that the finished 


product of any Americanization pro- 
gram will not come until the second 
generation. At the same time sena- 
tors who have been 
studying 
the j 


strike are determine^ that the work' 
of making citizens out of alien so- 
journers shall be str.rted upon their 
arrival in this countr/. 


"There is no greai'-r question than 


that»of Americanizing this Nation of 
ours." said Senator Kenyon. "Many 
of those who cannot speak our lan- 
guage are yearning to know it and 
•want the opportunity to '.earn aboui 
our iustit'-Uir.in. 
We cannot attain a . 


one-language nation over night, but 
this eventually should he our goal.

Improvement on nature's method and 
that its germinating vitality Is in- 
creased by such drying. 


The deadly enemies to the vitality 


of seed corn are frpezing and mold. 
They cannot harm corn, however, nn- 
less. it contains moisture in excess of 
14 per cent. Farmers well know Cbat 
in some years it is almost impossible 
to pet their corn to dry naturally be- 
cause of excessively damp weather, 
or a sudden cold snap may freeze the 
corn before nature iias sufficiently 
dried U.

lianr devices lor kiln-drying corn 


have been invented which are more 
or less successful, bnt n drier is bard 
to control unless It is made so that it 
controls itself. 


The deriCG above shown Is a long, 


boxlike tube fitted with wire shelves, 
upon which the ears of com are laid. 
At one end is a galvanized fireproof- 
case which contains an ordinary one- 
burn«r oil stove which mokes no odor.' 
Tn order to create a gentle current n 
nonelectric fan motor is placed back 
of the oil stove. The motor runs by 
hot a!r, and jvhile it (.'rentes a positive 
air current It <*oes not blow a blast ns 
would an electric fan. This is the 
scientific principle and its secret lies 
In the combination of gentle ventila- 
tion and gentle heat under perfect con- 
trol, drying the corn thoroughly In 
24 hours or less, depending upon \\g 
moisture content.
